THAL- P E A C E F U L A R M Y . 
Mr. Henry Watters in made a striking 
contribution to history in his speech 
Bhoot Samuel J. Tilden at the Harlem 
banquet in New York od Saturday, In 
commenting on this speech the New 
York Tribune says:—“There bas been a 
great deal or heated discussion about 
Mr. Til den’s part in the controversy of 
1876, and in the measure by which it was 
settled, but Mr. Watterson^ testimony 
is of unusual importance, not only as 
respects the matter of which he now 
speaks, but as showing Mr. Tilden’s 
personal participation in and direction 
of the act of his party at a critical period. 
“Mr. Watterson sated that the speech 
made by him January 8,1877, proposing 
an assemblage of 100,000 citizens at 
Washington to see Mr. Tilden inaugur­ 
ated, was “prepared at Mr. Tilden’s re­ 
quest, revised by Mr. Tilden before its 
delivery and delivered by his authority.’’ 
It was, in fact, Mr. Tilden, then, who was 
responsible for this remarkable proposi­ 
tion 
Now it might have been possible 
for Mr. Watterson to believe that bis 
IOO ,000 democrats would all go to Wash­ 
ington as “unarmed citizens’’, that his 
southern friends would carefully leave 
their familiar itvolversathome, and that 
the meeting would be, in faot, “a mam­ 
moth peece congress.” fiat Mr. Tilden 
was not a man to indulge any such hal­ 
lucination. He would have been certain 
that the 100,000 democrats, if assembled 
at that time and by such a summons, 
woald have taken not only as many re­ 
volvers as they customarily carried, but 
extra rounds of cartridges, and new re­ 
volvers in the hands cf men net ordinar­ 
ily armed. 
“That is not all. Mr. Tilden was not 
the sort of a man who coaid have be- 
liwed that a live coal might properly 
have been dropped in a barrel of gun­ 
powder, on the ground that an explosion 
would not necessarily follow. 
To a man 
of his intellect, it must have been per­ 
fectly clear that a gathering of ahnndrtd 
thousand yassionate partisans, at an em­ 
ergency, would almost inevitably have 
resulted in some outbreak, in violence, 
and—unless his 
“ unarmed 
citizens” 
could have tiieir own way—in f< roibie 
attempts to override the constituted au­ 
thorities. If congress and the authori­ 
ties could be overawed and m o ra lly co­ 
erced to do bb the “ u n a rm e d 
c itiz e n s ’’ 
desired, there would be nothing but a 
“mammoth peace congress.’4 But if the 
authorities and c o n g re ss had arri vt 
at a decision, in the discharge of their 
awoln duty, adverse to the will of tbe 
peace congress, there would have been 
peace about half a minute or less. It is 
Mr. Wattsrson’s gift,as a brilliant man, 
that Le can say things witl out precisely 
intending ail their logical cont equences. 
But Mr, Tilden was not that kind of a 
man, and if he authorized a proposition 
to EB8emble IOO,(XX) democrats under 
such circumstances, he deliberately pre­ 
pared for an attempt to overawe or else 
revolutionize the government c f the 
United states. 
The man who is really 
vindicated, in this state of facts, appears 
to be Gent ral Grant, who quietly pre­ 
pared for a gathering which failed to 
gather. 
44Mr. 
Watterson at the same time 
affirms 
that Mr. Tilden “twioe 
re­ 
fused corrnpt arrangements by either 
one 
of 
which 
his 
inauguration 
would Lave bien rtasoitbly sure.” If 
that is trne.it necessarily follows that 
these conupt arrangers nts were enter­ 
tained far enough by Mr. Tilden to as­ 
certain that they would have made bi9 
inauguration reasonably sure. Yet they 
were refused, Mr. Watterson says,by th* 
same Mr. Tilden whose testimony in re­ 
gard to the Ort gun purchase and the 
other cipher dispatches the pnblio has 
not forgotten. His moral attitndi at 
that time was fairly consistent with the 
idea that he did examine into corrnpt ar­ 
rangements far enc ugh to see whether 
they were “reasonably sore,” and also far 
encngb to drop them if they were not 
reasonably safe from detection. Tbe fact 
is that the more Mr 
Tilden’s zealous 
friends stir this passage of history, or 
glorify bim by imputing corrupt inten­ 
tions to other men not named, tbe lees 
they serve his reputation.

in Iowa, and the prospects are that still 
greater decline in business and y ainee 
will follow in compensation for the new 
Iowa state tariff which has jast been 
foroed upon all railroads traversing that 
state. The latest issue in rates pre­ 
scribed the railways by that state enforce 
a diminished mini nam as a max mom 
standard in rates throughout the gamut 
of classification. 
Of coarse, compliance 
is an obligation, bu*, in this forced con­ 
formity to unjust ruling railway service 
in Iowa will, of necessity, be cut to fit 
the case as near as possible in order to 
protect themselves from financial swamp­ 
ing. Estopel of improvements; the cur­ 
tailing of train service, etc., will all con­ 
serve to very materially injure every 
avenne of industry; and all this as a re­ 
sult of bad judgment en the pert of poor 
law makers. 
Let us first see bow well the inter 
state law operates, and then we might 
think the matter over. Thus far the 
inter-state law has been found to be 
rather crude.

He had been an active and progressive 
member of the principal medical societies 
in this country. 
The Rev. Immanuel Schmidt, D. D., pro­ 
fessor emeritus of Columbia college, died 
yesterday, aged 83. 
He was called to 
Columbia college in 1847 as professor of 
German. 
He filled this chair till 1880, 
when he was retired on a pension. 
He also 
taught geography and Greek anil Roman 
history for a short period. 


D ea th o f a C hicago m illio n a ir e . 
H u st o n , Texas, Feb. 13.—C. J. Hull of 
Chicago died this evening in this city of 
B right’s disease. 
He owned over $75,000 
worth of real estate in Houston. 
He is

FRENCH POLITICS. 


The counting of the electoral votes for 
president and 
vice-rrtsilent of tbe 
United States took place to-day at Wash­ 
ington before a joint ression of the two 
houses of congress. General Penjamin 
H&rrisou, of 
Indiana, 
was 
declared 
elected president fjr tho term of four 
years beginning on the 4th day of March, 
1889, aud Hon. Levi P . Morton, of New 
York, was declared e’ec ted vice-president 
for the same period. 


E stim a ted R ed u ctio n s by T ariff B ills. 
W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 
13.—The treasury 
computations as to the probable effect of 
the tariff bills show that tho House bill 
would reduce tho collections from customs 
$50,350,345 and from 
internal revenue 
$17,610,234, or a total reduction of revenue 
of $67,900,579. 
The bill as amended by 
tho Senate would reduce the customs col­ 
lections $13,976,887 and the internal rev­ 
enue receipts $33,905,780, or $47,882,667 in 
the aggregate. 
The average ad valorem 
rates under existing law is 46.91; under 
the House bill it would bo 42.38, and under 
the Senate bill 46 per cent. 
In his letter 
of transmission Secretary Fairchild says 
the estimates are based on the im ports of 
1887, which can only be accepted as relia­ 
ble where changes in rates are not of such 
character as to necessarily cause increased 
or diminished importations. 


T he S crutln d* A rro n d issem en t B ill in 
th e S en a te—P ro sp ects of R ev isio n . 
P a r is , Feb. 13.—The scrutin d* arron­ 
dissement bill was introduced in the Senate 
to-day by Premier Floquet. 
Urgency was 
voted on the ineasuie aud a committee fav­ 
orable to the system was appointed to con­ 
sider it. 
The issue of next Thursday’s debate in 
the Chamber of Deputies on tho proposed 
revision of the constitution is tho solo topic 
of conversation in parliam entary circles. 
The ministerialists make no attem pt to 
conceal their fears of a defeat 
un­ 
less M. Floquet assents to 
a 
system 
of 
revision satisfactory to the radicals, who 
will not vote 
for 
revision except by 
a constituent assembly, whilo M. Floquet 
persists that the revision must be partial 
and effected by a congress of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies. 
Tho conserva­ 
tives side with the radicals in demanding 
that the subject be referred to a constitu­ 
ent assembly, believing that the assembly 
would have a largo Boulangist or conserv­ 
ative m ajority. 
Tho Senate is expected to 
reject revision in any form as inopportune. 
Tho Chamber of Deputes will then begin 
the debate on tile budget, on which subject 
it will continuo talking until tho opening 
of the exhibition, when it will adjourn un­ 
til tho elections in October.

S p rin g field , 111., Feb. 13.—In the Sen­ 
ate Tuesday morning Mr. Crawford’s reso­ 
lution for the appointment of a committee 
of three Senators and live Representatives 
to attend a conference called by tho Kansas 
Legislature to investigate tho alleged beef 
and pork trust was adopted. 
Numerous petitions in reference to prohi­ 
bition and the game law were presented. 
Bills were introduced as follows; 
By 
Dean, fixing eight hours us the time of 
labor to lie required of laborers or em­ 
ployes of manufactories, 
and providing 
penalties for violation. 
By Mr. Burke, a bill to punish kidnaping 
by imprisonment for not less than ten 
years and which may bo for life; also a bill 
to perm it none but legal voters residing in 
the precinct to vote at prim ary elections. 
Mr. Kerrii^w offered a resolution to sub­ 
m it to the ’people a proposition to call a 
constitutional convention. 
Laid over under 
the rules. 
A message from the Governor announced 
the appointment of Edward A. Pinero for 
public administrator of Calhoun county, 
and James M. Brock for public adm inistra­ 
tor of Mercer county. 
Mr. Hamer’s bill to eliango the time of 
holding the Circuit court in Fulton county 
was taken up and passed. 
Mr. Fuller’s bill to regulate savings 
banks was made a special order for Thurs­ 
day morning. 
Mr. Thomas' amended bill, providing for 
the manner of redeeming real estate sold 
under execution or decree, 
was read a 
second time and then ordered to a third 
reading. 
Judge Horton’s divorce bill, which was 
introduced by Senator MacMillan and was 
nearly slaughtered in tho committee on 
judicial department, was struck dead by 
tho passing of a motion by Senator Fuller 
to strike out the enacting clause. 
There 
was very little discussion of the bill, but 
the leading lawyers in tho Senate thought 
the present laws against collusion in divorce 
suits stringent enough. 
Adjourned. 
The Ilouae. 
In tho House Thursday Mr. Dixon’s bill 
providing for the deposit with the county 
treasurer of unclaimed moneys in tho hands 
of guardians was read a second time and 
ordered engrossed for a third reading. 
Mr. Hunt’s bill amending tho law in re­ 
gard to hedge fences was read a second 
time. 
It provides that, upon application 
by the owner of any hedge fence along 
highways, the Commissioners may at their 
discretion permit said owner to grow a 
hedge fence, not to exceed ten rods in 
length, along tho highway as a wind-break 
for stock. It was ordered to third reading. 
The bill authorizing the State treasurer 
to receive from the United States all money 
which may bo coming to tho State of Illi­ 
nois, under the provision of tho Federal 
law, by reason of having established a 
home for disabled and invalid soldiers aud 
sailors, was takon up on second reading. 
The Federal law provides that States shall 
be paid at tho rate of $100 per annum for 
every disabled and invalid soldier or sailor 
supported in such home. 
Tho bill was 
ordered to third reading, after the adoption 
of an amendment correcting it? phrase­ 
ology. 
A long and bitter discussion took place 
over Mr. Miller's bill amending the habit­ 
ual criminal act which was taken up for 
second reading. 
It provides that a second 
conviction for burglary, grand larceny, 
rape, arson, horse stealing, robbery, forg­ 
ery, or counterfeiting shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for the 
full term provided for such crime, and that 
a third conviction shall be punished by life 
imprisonment, unless pardoned by the Gov­ 
ernor. 
Mr. Lee’s bill amending the pauper act 
was ordered to third reading after some 
amendment. 
This bill provides that for 
towns containing 4,000 inhabitants or over 
the county board shall a p p o in tiv e over­ 
seer of tho poor for such towns, who shall 
be a resident of such town, and fix his com­ 
pensation and term of offico, which shall 
not exceed the term of said board. 
Mr. Crafts introduced the following res­ 
olution and asked its reference to the com­ 
mittee on revenue: 
“ Resolved, That article 8 of tho consti­ 
tution of this State shall be amended to read 
as follows: 
“ Article ft. Revenue—The General As­ 
sembly shall provide by law for the raising 
of revenue for tho support of the State and 
local governments, aud may provide for 
tbs making of local improvements by spe­ 
cial assessment or by special taxation of 
contiguous property or otherwise.’’ 
Tho following resolution was also intro­ 
duced by Mr. Crafts and referred to tho 
committee on elections: 
“ Resolved, That section I of article 7 of 
the constitution of this State lie amended so 
as to read as follows: 
“Section I. Every person having resided 
in this State one year, in the county ninety 
days, in the election district sixty days next 
preceding any election, who was an elector 
in this State tho 1st of 
April, 1848, 
or obtained a certificate of naturaliza­ 
tion before any court of record in this 
State prior to the 1st day of January, 
1870, or was an elector in this State Jan . 
I, 1889, or who shall lie a male citizen of 
the United States above the ago of 21 
years and able to read and write the E n­ 
glish language, shall be entitled to vote at 
such election; but no per on shall be en­ 
titled to vote at any election who has 
been 
convicted 
of

felony 
or 
who has been convicted 
of 
a mis­ 
demeanor within 
two 
years 
of 
any 
inch election, or who has received aid as a 
pauper from the authorities of any county, 
towu, city, or village within six months of 
any such election; and the general assembly 
shall provide by law for the ascertainment 
of the constitutional qualifications of per­ 
sons claiming the right to vote and for the 
registration of qualified voters a t least 
thirty days prior to ev ery election, and no 
person shall be entitled to vote unless so 
qualified and registered,” 


After Two W eeki Iutertui?«iou They Ai* 
*** Anilin at W ork. 
L ansing, Mich., Feb. 13.—The Michigan 
Legislature reassembled Tuesday after an 
intermission of two week?, during which all 
the State institutions were visited. 
Capt. 
Judd of Grand Rapids introduced a bill in 
the lower House to prohibit the sale of 
meat in any city in the State of 10,000 
people or over when the meat has not been 
first inspected on the hoof by a meat in: 
R ector appointed by tho common council. 
The bill provides a fine of $50 for a 
violation of the law, a n i a fine and im­ 
prisonment for any inspector who neglects 
his duty. 
Mr. Judil at first decided to 
make the act apply to the entire State, but 
for some reason he has limited tho applica­ 
tion to cities only. 
Its weak point is th at 
it authorizes tho common councils to ap ­ 
point such inspectors, but does not compel 
them to do so, and its provisions apply only 
to cities where an inspector has been ap- j 
pointed. 
The bill will not pass in its 
present form. 
The Holbrook bill, aimed at trusts and 
combinations, has been modified by ex- 
Chief Justice Christiancy, in whoso hands 
It was placed for revision. 
He objected to 
tho clause which declares the retail dealers 
handling articles affected by trust pricesor 
methods are guilty of misdemeanor and 
has substituted an entirely new section in 
its place. 
Among the bills “noticed” for introduc­ 
tion in tho House were bills fertile appoint­ 
ment of a State agent for discharged con 
victs; to compensate meteorological ob­ 
servers acting under tho State Board of 
Health; to increase che fees of justices for 
adjournm ents from lo to 50 cents; to take 
the counties of Gogebic and Ontonagon 
] from the Twelfth judicial district and Iron 
county from the Twenty-fifth and to erect 
them into a now circuit, to be known as the 
Thirtieth; to prevent owners of artesian 
wells from u^ng pipes over one inch in 
diameter in case tho flow lessens the supply 
in the wells of surrounding property own­ 
ers. 
Mr. Huebner gave notice of a bill for 
the uniform assessment of property and to 
tax all property now exempted on the same 
b a sis as other taxable property. 
This in­ 
cludes tho railroad, telegraph, and tele­ 
phono companies, which now pay special 
taxes, and the charitable institutions and 
churches. 
In the Senate Mr. Wisner intro­ 
duced a bill to provide for tho winding up 
of m ining and m anufacturing corporations 
whose charters have expired, and Mr. 
Blackwell a bill to provide for township 
schools in place of the present district sys­ 
tem. 


A nother W hack a t Gov. C hurch. 
B ism a r c k, I)ak..Feb. 13. -The war between 
Gov. Church and the Legislature is still on. 
A resolution was adopted by tho House de­ 
claring that no communication foreign to 
business of the legislature and Territory 
shall lie read to the House, aud tho speaker 
and clerk are made solo judges of what 
shall bo received. 
The purpose of the reso­ 
lution is to prevent the Governor from 
make another such attack as on Saturday 
when he abused the Legislature and his 
own predecessor.

Washington', Feb. Id.—Among the Sen- 
oto bills reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar was one to provide 
tor the enforcement of the quarantine laws 
and regulations of the United States and 
for the establishment of a National Board 
of Health. 
Tho following House billa were taken 
from tho calendar and passed: 
To authorize the Court of Claims to 
hear, determine and render final judgment 
upon the claim of the “ old settlers” or 
western Chorokeo Indians. 
To pay $3,000 to Charles F. Swain, 
master of the bark Philena, of New York, 
for going to and rescuing shipwrecked sea­ 
men from an uninhabited island near Cape 
Horn. 
Granting right of way to tho Pine Land 
and Water company across Fort 
Military Reservation, in Arizona. 
Tho Senate resumed consideration of the 
naval appropriation bill, the pending ques­ 
tion being Mr. Chandler’s amendment to 
strike out tho words requiring the new 
cruising monitor to lie constructed of the 
type under the plans and specifications of 
Mr. Thomas of Illinois. 
Mr. Chandler 
expressed 
his doubts 
whether Mr. Thomas had dono anything 
whatever iii the making of plans and speci­ 
fications or whether Mr. Thomas had tho 
skill and ability to do so. 
His understand­ 
ing was that Mr. Thomas had merely enu­ 
merated certain ideas as a desideratum in a 
ship and that naval officers now in the em­ 
ploy of the government had made all tho 
designs, plans, and specifications. 
He 
thought it altogether wrong to put such a 
provision in au appropriation bill; but if 
anybody was to be recognized in that man­ 
ner it should be the men who had taken the 
ideas and designed the ship. 
Finally tho 
clause was made to read as follows: 
“One armored steel cruising monitor of 
the type approved and recommended by a 
naval board in its report to the secretary of 
the navy and by him referred to and ap­ 
proved in his letter to the chairman of the 
committee on naval affairs of the House of 
Representatives, dated Jan. 9, 18S9, to be 
constructed according to plans ana specifi­ 
cations furnished by the navy department, 
to be approved by the secretary of the 
navy. ’ ’ 
Mr. Cullom said that Mr. Thomas had de­ 
vote I a good deal of labor to the matter, 
but he had done so for the public good, aud 
not from any ambition to be speciallyjiden- 
tilied by name with the ship. 
And yet he 
(Mr. Cullom) had a private letter in his 
pocket from the gentlemen who had done 
the clerical work in getting up the plans 
and specifications, giving tho entire credit 
of the invention to Mr. Thomas. 
Messrs. l ’lumb and Hale eulogized tho 
wi rk of Secretary Whitney in building up 
the navy and prophesied that in a few 
years tho United States would have the best 
navy in the world. 
An amendment was adopted appropriat­ 
ing $50,000 for testing the ^Hurst guns, 
and thou tho bill was passed. 
Mr. Everts asked the Senate to consider tho 
resolution reported from tho committee on 
privileges and elections as to outrages in 
Washington county, Texas, and directing 
the committee to revise the existing laws 
regulating the election of members of Con 
gress. 
Mr. Harris remonstrated against occu­ 
pying the time of tho Senate, at this inop­ 
portune and inauspicious period of tho 
session, in a political discussion. 
He pre­ 
sented the condition of the appropriations 
and the tariff bill, and suggested the danger 
of an extra session. 
Besides, there were 
over oOO bills on tho calendar that had 
been considered by committees and were of 
more or le-s importance. 
Mr. Sherman said that the debate on 
tho resolution would probably not take 
so 
wido a range as tho Senator from 
Tennessee apprehended, and not interfere 
with tho public business. 
On tho other 
hand, the importance of the subject out­ 
weighed and any 
question 
involving 
money or any bill of the calander. 
Mr. Morgan remonstrated against taking 
up the resolution, and declared that if 
debate were opened Republican Senators 
might as well provide for their incoming 
President calling an 
extra session of 
Congress. 
\fter some further discussion tho ques­ 
tion was taken on Mr. Evarts’ motion and 
it was agreed to by a party vote of 23 to 
19. 
The resolution accompanying tile re­ 
port was read as follows: 
“ Resolved, That the committee on privi­ 
leges and elections be directed carefully to 
revise the existing laws regulating elections 
of members of Congress with a view of 
providing for a more complete protection 
of the exerc ise of the elective franchise and 
for the punishment of offenses against it, 
an I to report to the next legislative session 
of tho Senate by bill or otherwise.” 
Mr. Harris then came forward with the 
suggestion that in order to economize time 
aud to avoid an irritating sectional debate, 
the vote be taken at once, and without dis­ 
cussion, on the adoption of the resolution. 
Mr. Evarts—somewhat embarrassed by 
the proposition—did not reply immediately, 
but looked to Republican Senators around 
him as if for some indication of their opin­ 
ion on tho subject, but finally made answer 
that ho should be very glad to keep the de­ 
bate within bounds, but be thought it right 
that the committee should bo permitted to 
lay before the Senate the grounds on which 
the resolution was based. 
It would be op­ 
tional with Senators on the other side to 
reply or not. 
Adjourned.

Her whole time was therefore given to hor 
family, and her devotion was most beauti­ 
ful. 
Six sons anti daughters mourn her 
loss. 
Tho eldest, George J. Gould, is not 
yet twenty-four, hut he has been married 
several years and is the father of two 
children. 
He has already proved himself 
a “chip of the old block” in financial mat 
tors. 
Tho second son is twenty-two. 
He 
was educated at Columbia college ami 
is of a quiet, studious disposition. 
In

father’s affairs os he has lieon forced 
to look after, he had shown good business 
qualities.

Gould,

mother’s name, Helen, is a thoughtful girl 
of 19 years.

The younger children, two boys 
and a girl, aro aged respective 16, Id and 
ll, and in their characters ono can see 
signs of their father’s ability combined 
with the gentle qualities of the mother.

Mrs. Gould’s ill-health not only deprived 
her of society, but kept her from the l>en- 
evolent work she would have liked to have 
done. 
In this respect sho was very differ­ 
ent from Mrs. J. J. Astor, who died about 
a year ago. 
The latter was ono of the most 
active of philanthropists, ns well as a great 
society woman. 
Her death was therefore 
much more widely mourned than was Mrs. 
Gould’s. All sorts and conditions of people, 
tho rich and the poor, the gay and the sad, 
tho aristocrats of Fifth avenue and tho 
paujiers of Avenue A, sufferers in the hos­ 
pitals and newsboys on the streets—all felt 
a personal loss when Mrs. Astor died. 
Having every grace of culture and educa­ 
tion, with a position of undisputed emi­ 
nence, an enormous fortune, and a charity 
as vast as her opportunities, sho was not 
only a leader in society, but a zealous 
worker in every good cause. 
Her yearly 
income of $100,000 she spent entirely in 
charity, but tho mere giving of money, 
even so generously, was nothing compared 
to her ministrations to the sick and the 
]K)or in their houses. 
Of public benefac­ 
tions she and her liusliand were not neg­ 
lectful, as the Astor Library, the perfectly 
equipped Cancer Hospital, and other gi ta 
to the city testify. 
It has often been said 
that the great Astor fortune was remark 
able in that it excited no envy.

W ashington, Feb. 13.—The President, 
in answer to a resolution adopted last 
month, has transmitted to tho Senate doc­ 
uments relating to the fisheries and navi­ 
gation of Behring sea, etc. 
Secretary 
Bayard, in a note to the President acconi 
panying tho correspondence, says: 
“ As heretofore announced to Congress, 
negotiations are pending with a view to the 
protection of seal life in Behring sea by in­ 
ternational arrangement. 
Soiao of the 
correspondence of a confidential character, 
and as yet incomplete, is withheld, but 
none of it bas relation to the orders given 
for the regulation of the seizure of vessels 
engaged in sealing in Behring sea.” 
The correspondence relative to the con 
elusion of treaties for the protection of fur 
seals in Behring sea includes the instructions 
sent by Mr. J Bayard to our ministers to 
France,(Germany, Great Britain, Japan 
Russia, .Sweden, and Norway. 
To this the 
governments of France, Great Britain, 
Russia, and Japan made favorable respons 
hut that of Sweden and Norway declined 
to take part, {.ecauso his people werrf not 
engaged or interested in seal fishing. 
In 
letter to Secretary Bayard, dated Fob. 
18m9, Secretary Fairchild says: 
“ I inclose herewith three copies of a 
compilation published in 1882, which con­ 
tains all the standing rules and regulations 
relating to said fishing or taking seals. No 
instructions of a general and permanent 
character in regard to the subject have 
been issued siuce that date.”

This is a great year for the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art.

New York city has some curious geo­ 
graphical terms not found on the maps, 
but perfectly familiar to the residents of 
the metropolis. 
They are derived from the 
condition or nationality of the residents, 
and furnish a good index to the character 
of various localities. 
“ The Brown Stone 
District,” for instance, speaks for itself, as 
does Hell’s Kitchen,” which needs hardly bo 
described as a place where policemen are 
afraid to go alone. 
Similar names aro 
given to other neighborhoods, but they are 
all alike except in this degree of elegance 
or squalor expressed. More interesting aro 
those places named from the nationality of 
their inhabitants. 
The chief of theso are 
“ Chinatown” —Mott street—where the al- 
mond-eyed•celestial, in all the oddity of his 
national garb and customs holds undisputed 
sway; “Germany,” east of Second avenue, 
from Houston to Fourteenth streets, where 
nothing but Deutsch is spoken, where the 
signs are all in German, ami where lager 
beer is the prevailing fluid; “Africa,” 
otherwise known as Thompson street, the 
abode of the colored gentry; “Judaea,” 
near the east end of Canal street, where 
me would think a majority of the 100,000 
Hebrews of "New York city lived; and 
“ Italy,” the neighborhood 
about Five 
Points, where dressed in their picturesque 
native costumes, and speaking nothing but 
their own musical language, 
hosts 
of 
Italians may be found. 
To visit all these 
places gives a good idea of tho cosmopoli­ 
tan character of the metropolis. 
In no 
other place in the world can a similar 
proximity of widely different people be 
found. 


Much has been written about the Chinese, 
the Hebrews, ami other foreigners of New 
York, but seldom does one read about th* 
Italians who have settled here to the num­ 
ber of fifteen thousand. 
There is a general 
idea that they are uninteresting as a people 
—a very mistaken idea indeed. 
For in­ 
dustry and sobriety, for politeness of man­ 
ners, for beauty of form and feature and 
for picturesqueness of dress, they are 
ahead of our other foreign populations. 
Cleanliness, to be sure, is not their supreme 
virtue, and tho poorest classes are often 
dressed in miserable rags, but it is a note­ 
worthy fact that even among those therw 
are no beggars. 
Tho supposition that the 
majority of organ-grinders and strolling 
players are Italians is a mistake. 
These 
nuisances are mostly Germans. 
Most of 
the Italians are laborers, waiters and rag­ 
pickers, but great numbers of the higher 
classes have won important positions as 
music and language teachers, w riters and 
tradesmen. 
J. G. Brown, whose pictures 
of street boys are so popular that no first- 
class gallery is complete without at least 
one, has recently opened the eyes of the 
artistic world to the fact that most inter­ 
esting and beautiful studies are to be 
found among the Italian children. 
Almost 
any of then? might pass for one of Raph­ 
ael's] cherubs come down from the clouds 
to play in the du>t of the street. 
It is sur- 
pri'ing that they bftvo not oftener served as 
artists’ molds.

Ntxfc time I made notions with my lips 
as if I were forming words, but didn’t 
make m y sound. She answered the name 
as if I bud spoken, and I began to see 
through it 
The lady wee listening with 
her (yes instead of her ears. 
“The other day I heard more about the 
ease from a friend. rl be lady was entirely 
deaf and had not spoken a word for a 
jear. She noticed one day that alia 
could catoh a word here and there in a 
sentence by watobiug the lips of the 
speaker, an i began to give tie matter 
study. 
Now 
she 
can 'hear' 
aa 
well as any one, and is even trying to 
master German.” 
'That is a peculiar case,”said a gentle­ 
man connected with the Milwaukee pub 
lie schools as he overheard the dry goods 
man’s story,” but we have in Milwaukee 
whole rooms full of deaf children who 
are.bemg trained in the same way. The 
children are taken in when about seven 
years of age. They have never utterer 
an articulated eound. aud yet they are 
taught in a short time to converse with 
each other and with thole who they meet 
The first lessons are most difficult aud a 
great deal of patience has to be exerci9 
ed. There is object teaching when, from 
a little cupboard in the corner of the 
roc iii, there is brought a collection 
animals made from India rubber. 
The 
little 0D6S are taught to aliter the names 
of the animals and the sounds are com­ 
municated to them in a peculiar wsy. 
The teacher takes tho pupil’s band which 
she places on her 
throat, 
speaking 
slowly. 
The child 
feels 
the vibra­ 
tion of 
the vocal organs an i then 
imitates the sound in a very imper’ect 
way at first, but after a few lessons eau 
speak the word audibly. The letters are 
also taught by writing them on the black­ 
board and repeating them, the pupil 
watching the position of the teacher's 
lips. The diagraph “sh” is the most dif­ 
ficult of articulation and it is not learned 
until long after the other sounds are ut­ 
tered with distinctness 
lo teaching this 
sound a very unique plan is made ase of. 
A small wax taper is lighted aud held by 
tho teacher in frout of and slightly below 
the lip*. 
In utbring the difficult dia­ 
graph, the quick expulsion of the breath 
bio vs oat tie candle. The taper is held 
at such an BDgle that the lips and teeth 
must he in proper position to niter the 
soul d before the breath blows out the 
light. 
The vowels are all easily learned 
because the vibration of the Vs. cal organs 
can be felt, .while the consonants are 
much more difficult of utterance.”
